the third decade of 
this century there 
came into existence 
a partnership that 
has’ established a 
feeling of brother- 
hood and good will 
among many of the most important 
nations of the world. That part- 





nership is Colonel Charles A. 


Lindbergh, affectionately termed 
“Lindy” by millions of admirers, 
and his plane, the “Spirit of St. 
Louis,” now in the Smithsonian 
Institute at Washington. 


“No diplomatic bag ever carried 
such a stupendous document as 
this all-unacredited messenger 
bore, and no visiting squadron ever 
delivered such a letter of thanks 
as he took up the Potomac in re- 
turning. Has any such Ambas- 
sador ever been known!” writes 
Myron T. Herrick in the foreword 
to “We.” 

February 4, 1902, was the day 
destined to become famous as the 
birthday of the “Lone Eagle.” The 
first four years of his life were 
spent in Minnesota, with occasional 
visits to Detroit, Mich., his birth- 
place. 

Following many barnstorming 
experiences Lindbergh joined the 
Air Mail Service, flying the Chi- 
cago to St. Louis route (C.A.M. 2), 
the contract for which had been 
awarded the Robertson Aircraft 
Corporation. First flight covers 
over this route are postmarked 
April 15, 1926. 

Following his New York-to-Paris 
epic flight Lindbergh asked per- 
mission to fly once more his old 
route. This permission being 
granted he started from St. Louis 
on February 20, 1928, returning 
from Chicago the following day. 

special cachet was authorized 
by the Government in the shape of 
a horseshoe, within which was let- 
tered, “Lindbergh Again Flies the 
Air Mail.” This cachet was ap-

plied to all air mail letters carried 
by him on this trip. 

On the morning of May 20, 1927, 
in the “Spirit of St. Louis”, Lind- 
bergh took off for Paris. The 
lights of Paris were first visible 
at about 5 p. m. New York Time 
the following day. In his account 
he says, “I left France with a 
debt of gratitude which, though I 
cannot repay, I shall always re- 
member.” 


Brussels, London, again Paris, 
and Cherbourg passed in rapid suc- 
cession. The U. S. S. Memphis 
was sent by President Coolidge to 
bring the trans-Atlantic flier home. 

At Washington Lindbergh was 
received by the president and other 
notable dignataries. He attended 
a National Press Club meeting in 
the Washington Auditorium. Al- 
though many important speeches 
were given here the one naturally 
of most interest to philatelists is 
that made by Postmaster General 
New. 


Handing to Lindbergh the first 
Lindbergh air mail stamp issued, 
he said: 

“It is as pilot in the service of 
the Air Mail that I greet you. 
There is no public service devoted 
to the peace time of the public 
whose past and present are at- 
tended by the romance that is at- 
tached to the history of the Post 
Office Department of the United 
States. 


“From the single couriers of the 
early days who followed the uncer- 
tain trails through wood and fen 
on horseback and on foot, the 
picturesque rider of the pony ex- 
press of a later day, who risked 
their lives at the hands of savage 
foes in the wilderness, the drivers 
who serve amid the rigors of the 
frozen North with dog teams and 
sleds, to those intrepid pilots who 
pierce the night with the air mail, 
and of whom you are a worthy 
representative, the whole story is 


set in an atmosphere of most en- 
gaging romance. 


“It has no titles to bestow—no 
medal it can add to those that 
have been given in recognition of 
your splendid achievement. There 
is one thing, however, it can do 
that will everywhere be regarded 
as most appropriate. It has is- 
sued a stamp designed for special 
use with the air mail which bears 
your name and a representation 
of the other member of that very 
limited partnership in which you 
made your now famous journey 
across seas. It is the first time a 
stamp has been issued in honor of 
a man still living—a_ distinction 
which you have worthily won. 


“It is my great pleasure to be 
privileged to present to you, and 
to the mother who gave you to 
this service, the first two copies 
of this issue as the best evidence 
of the enduring regard of the Post 
Office Department of the United 
States.” 


This stamp was first put on sale 
June 18, 1927, at Detroit, Little 
Falls, St. Louis, and Washington. 

A special flight was made from 
St. Louis in honor of the “Lone 
Eagle” on June 18, when Lindbergh 
first visited that city after his 
Paris flight. This was also the 
first day of sale of the Lindbergh 
stamp. The cachet, except for the 
change in name of city, was the 
same as that used at Hartford on 
July 20. 

The first Lindbergh Day flight 
after his return from Paris took 
place June 11, 1927, in Washington. 
This flight (not made by Lindbergh 
but in his honor) was made from 
Bolling Field, Washington, to Had- 
ley Field, N. Y. The Post Office 
Department furnished a_ special 
rectangular cachet. 

It was estimated that between 
3,000,000 and 4,500,000 people 
lined the streets of New York in 
order to get a glimpse of the 
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young man who had so endeared 
himself to them. This was June 
13, 1927. 

July 20 marked the beginning of 
a good will flight that took Lind- 
bergh into 48 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, to 82 cities, that 
kept him in the air 260 hours, and 
on which he flew a total distance 
of 22,350 miles. 

Starting from Mitchell Field, 
New York, he arrived at Hartford, 
Conn., the same day. A cachet 
was applied to air mail on this 
day, part of the inscription read- 
ing “Use Air Mail—It Saves 
Time,”—highly appropriate since 
Lindbergh was continually boost- 
ing the air mail. 

Boston was visited on July 22. 
Here a circular cachet was applied 
by the Contractors of C. A. M. 1 
In the center is a five line quota- 
tion from Colonel Lindbergh, “I 
am proud to have done it for 
America. My reward will be your 
continued use of the Air Mail 
Service.” 

Although Lindbergh was sched- 
uled to stop at Springfield, Mass., 
he did not land but dropped a note 
while flying over. 

At Detroit a cachet was applied 
by the Detroit Post Office Depart- 
ment on the occasion of Lind- 
bergh’s visit. It is inscribed, “Col- 
onel Lindbergh Visits Birthplace— 
Detroit—August 10, 1927. 

August 12 saw Lindbergh at 
Grand Rapids, Michigan. A cachet 
was here applied, the design being 
similar to that used at Detroit, 
except for the wording. 

A special flight was made at 
Springfield, Illinois, on August 15, 
by Lindbergh. All mail, however, 
was carried in the escort plane. 
A special cachet was furnished. 

At Milwaukee, Wisconsin, spe- 
cial appropriate postcards were 
distributed by the Post Office. A 
number were carried by air mail 
on the occasion of Lindbergh’s 
visit, August 20-21. 

Cheyenne, Wyoming, was visited 
September A circular cachet 
was applied by the Postmaster. 
Covers with this cachet were car- 
ried by air mail on that day. 

September 5 was Lindbergh Day 
at Boise, Idaho. A cachet was ap- 
plied unofficially, although the 
Boise Post Office was acquainted 
with its use. 

Portland, Oregon, was visited 
September 13. An unofficial Lind- 
bergh Day cachet was applied 
there. 

At Oakland, California, Lind- 
bergh did not land in the city

proper but flew directly to the air- 


port. (September 16). 

An unauthorized three-line 
cachet was used at Sacramento, 
California, during Lindbergh’s 


visit, September 17. 

Los Angeles was visited Septem- 
ber 20. «a circular cachet was ap- 
proved by the Post Office Depart- 
ment. Covers bearing this cachet 
were carried by air mail on that 
day. 

A specially designed envelope 
was used at Tucson, Arizona, on 
Lindbergh Day, which was also the 
dedication day of the Davis-Mon- 
than Airport. 

A circular cachet was used by 
the El Paso Post Office, September 
24-25. 

Owing to the death of the Gov- 
ernor of Tennessee, who died two 
days before the date set for Lind- 
bergh’s visit (October 4), Lind- 
bergh did not stop. 

No cachet was applied at Bir- 
mingham, Alabama, on October 
5-6, but the postmaster auto- 
graphed 40 covers, with the nota- 
tion “Lindbergh Day,” forwarding 
them to Chicago. 

At Richmond, Virginia (October 
15-16) Lindbergh made a flight 
over the city on the 16th with 
Governor Byrd, but did not carry 
mail. 

The Lindbergh Good-Will Tour 
in the United States terminated 
at Mitchell Field, New York, on 
October 23, 1927. 

Following this tour, Colonel 
Lindbergh visited 17 other cities 


and 14 countries of the Western 
Hemisphere. The first of these, 
Mexico City, Mexico, saw Lind- 


bergh nearly two months after the 
completion of his United States 
tour. Fourteen days later he was 
in Guatemala City, Guatemala, 
and on December 30 arrived at 
Belize, British Honduras. The 
“flying Colonel” spent New Years 
Day at San Salvador, Salvador, 
and on the third was in Teguci- 
galpa, Honduras, Managua, Nicar- 
agua, was visited two days later. 
San Jose, Costa Rica, entertained 
the famous flyer January 7. The 
12c stamp of the 1923 issue was 
surcharged with his name, a like- 
ness of the Spirit of St. Louis, and 
a new value. This was all the 
more fitting as the original design 
of this stamp was the head and 
shoulders of another famous pion- 
eer-explorer, Columbus, and the 
means of transportation by which 
he made his way to fame, the 
Mayflower. The one thing that 
mars this issue is the speculation 
connected with it. Of the 20,000 
stamps overprinted one-half of the 
complete issue was cornered by 
one firm. A writer for the “Phil- 
atelic Journal of Great Britain” 
said not long afterward, “.... 
No doubt we shall see some of 
them presently, but in the mean- 
time I advise all readers inter- 
ested not to be coerced into paying

A special series of two stamps 
was issued by Panama commemo- 
rating Lindbergh’s visits. These 
visits were made to Panama City 
on January 9, and to France Field 
on January 12. A special cancel- 
lation was applied at the former 
city on the day visited. 

Cartagena, Columbia, was next; 
Bogota followed on January 27; 
Maracay, Venezuela was visited on 
the twenty-ninth; St. Thomas, Vir- 
gin Islands, on January 31; San 
Juan, Porto Rico, on February 2, 
with Santo Domingo in the West 
Indies on the fourth, making the 
fifteenth city visited on this tour. 

Port au Prince, Haiti used a spe- 
cial cancellation February 6 in the 
shape of an airplane with “Lind- 
bergh” lettered across the wing. 
A special Lindbergh stamp was 
not issued, however, as was at first 
reported. : 

The color of the regular air 
stamp of Cuba (blue) was changed 
to red and surcharged in black on 
the occasion of Lindbergh’s visit 
to Havana, February 8. The color 
change was made to avoid any pos- 
sibilities of fake overprints on the 
regular issue. This issue of 
500,000 was placed on sale the 
afternoon of February 7. Special 
covers from Havana, having either 
a bust of Lindbergh or a full cut 
of him standing beside his plane, 
are especially attractive because 
the Post Office Department co- 
operated by having them cancelled 
at the exact hour of Lindbergh’s 
landing. A cachet proclaiming 
“El Dia De—C. A. Lindbergh—En 
Habana” was also used. This was 
the last city on the tour. 

Covers from Schenectady, New 
York, postmarked February 29, 
1928, bear the cachet: 


Lindbergh 
avoids crowds by

This was when Lindbergh was 
en route to Albany for the Avia- 
tion Bills hearing. A cachet from 
Albany (same date) states: 


COLONEL LINDBERGH 
revisits Albany 
to attend hearing on 
AVIATION BILLS 
—iIn— 
State Legislature 


A cachet on covers from San 
Diego, California, dated April 4, 
1928, reads: “Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh reached San Diego on a 
secret flight from Santa Barbara 
at 1:48 p. m. today.” 

“Kentucky Steps to the Fore— 
and Honors ‘Lindy’,” reads the 
cachet applied at Lindbergh, Ken- 
tucky, the first town in the United 


States to be named after the great 
aviator. 


The University of Wisconsin on 
June 18, conferred on Lindbergh 
the Honorary Degree of LL. D., 
as proclaimed by cachet. 

The first anniversary of the 
Paris flight is commemorated by 
cachet on covers from Peoria, St. 
Louis, and Springfield, Illinois. 

“May 21st (1929) will go down 
in Air Mail History as being the 
day on which special cachets were 
used at more towns in the United 
States than on any other day up to 
the present time,” according to 
Linn’s Weekly. One of the most 
striking of these cachets originated 
at Springfield, Illinois, and shows 
Lindbergh in the center, New York 
and the Statue of Liberty to the 
left, with Paris and the Eiffel 
Tower on the right. 

Air mail enthusiasts, with eyes 
upon covers innumerable telling 
of epic flights, good will tours, 
yes, even “secret flights,” can fer- 
vently and truly join with Herrick 
in exclaiming, “Has any such Am- 
bassador ever been known?”

Favors City Listing 


Roy Erford, attorney, general 
stamp collector, and precancel and 
buroprint fan of Seattle, Wash., 
writes: “I have just read your sug- 
gestion in LINN’S that your read- 
ers indicate whether or not they 
favor the listing by states in the 
Buroprint Catalog. When I began 
collecting precancels many years 
ago, I rejected the advice of ex- 
perts and arranged my collection 
alphabetically by cities. That ap- 
peared to be the best system then, 
and I am sure of it now. I con- 
sider it more interesting to have 
cities of the same name, but in 
different states, following one 
another so as to facilitate compari- 
son. I do not favor collecting by 
states. I am a general precancel 
collector, but if I were to special- 
ize in any particular precancels, 
I would be a little more original in 
fixing my limitations than to re- 
strict myself arbitrarily to certain 
states.” 


Objects to Switching Systems 


E. H. Rockwell, ardent Buro fan 
of Portland, Oreg., writes both 
facetiously and seriously: “Those 
boys who made up the last catalog 
and switched the listing by states 
should be paddled, as I imagine 
most bureau collectors who fol- 
lowed Mitchell’s Catalog mounted 
by cities. Now we either have to 
remount or take a lot of extra 
work looking up items. Let the 
publishers make up their own cat- 
alog anyway they want—but why 
change? Yes, why the change 
from listing by cities to listing

under states? I have my bureaus 
mounted by cities according to 
Mitchell’s Fourth Edition; my gen- 
eral precancels according to states, 
as in Rotnem’s Catalog. Now I, as 
well as many others, will either 
have to remount my bureaus, or 
go to a lot of trouble looking up 
items when working on them. Let 
Hoover enter bureaus in his own 
way in the general catalog—but 
continue Mitchell’s catalog by 
cities as heretofore. I cannot see 
that it makes any _ difference 
whether the bureaus are priced 
net or on a 50% basis.... Yours 
for fewer commemoratives!” 


NO PERIOD ERRORS AND 
FREAK BUROS 





We have received a wonderful 
display of interesting buroprints 
from Mr. Charles Metz, of Phila- 
delphia, Pa. Following is a com- 
plete list of the varieties submit- 
ted (all seen by the editor), and 
we agree with Mr. Metz that “some 
of these breaks are very interest- 
ing and hard to pick up. The no 
period varieties are really scarce 
and should find a place in the cata- 
log as sub-varieties. Let’s hear 
from some of the readers of Linn’s 
in regard to this.” 

Distinct no-period varieties: 

Lincoln, Nebr., old type 1%c P. 
10x10, no period after Nebr. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., old 3c coil, 
no period after Mich. (This leaves 
the Grand Rapids 2c old coil only 
which the editor has NOT seen 
without period.) 

Detroit, Mich., old 3c P. 11x10%, 
no period after Mich. 

Important Plate Breaks. 

Denver, Colo., old 6c P. 10x10, 
with half of “V” broken off, and 
a wedge-like break in the upright 
of the “L”. 

Denver, Colo., old 1¢ and 3c P. 
11x10%, with second “E” almost 
obliterated. 

Newark, N. J., old 6c and 10c P. 
11x10%, with upper half of “J” 
broken off so that the letter ap- 
pears only about % normal height. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., old 1%c 
P. 11x10%, with lower right cor- 
ner of “n”, bottom half of “d” in 
Grand, lower left serif of “R”, and 
top left part of “M” all missing; 
it looks as if all these breaks had 
been made with one blow. 
Breaks in Bars: 

Chicago, Ill., old 2c P. 10x10, 
lower bar broken under “LL”.

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Mexico -- Carranza Air Stamps 


Air Mail Week was celebrated in 
Mexico the week of December 10 
to 16. Since this week was cele- 
brated by the issue of two new 
postage stamps an account of their 
issue is of interest to all phila- 
telists whether particularly inter- 
ested in Air Mail stamps or not. 
Perhaps a reprint of the story of 
the issue of these stamps as given 
in “El Timbre Postal,” a Phila- 
telic Magazine of Mexico, will be 
of much interest. It will be noted 
that the Mexican paper speaks of 
the “sail” of these stamps. Since 
these are Air Mail stamps and are 
intended to sail, the writer is not 
far wrong and we let it stand as 
written. 

“On Thuesday, the 10th of the 
month of December the Air Mail 
Week began, which was dedicated 
to the Mexican Aviation Heroe, 
Capt. Emilio Carranza and for this 
event the P. O. issued a set of 
Commemorative Stamps of two 
values, with which the correspond- 
ence, sent by Air Mail during this 
week, should be franked. Said 
values are of 40 and 20 centavos. 
Of the later one, as we already in- 
dicated before to our members, 
100,000 were issued, whilst of the 
40 centavos only 3,000. 

“On the 9th., one day before the 
sail began, we heard the rumor, 
that in consequence of the limited 
quantity of the 40 Cts. Stamp, only 
a block of 4 would be sold to each 
person; furthermore that the sail 
would take place in a special of- 
fice established for this case in 
Balbuena (Air Port). This last 
notice proved untrue. 

“For the sail of these stamps one 
window on the P. O. was reserved, 
in front of which already at 8 a. m. 
about 50 persons had _ gathered, 
waiting for their turn, gradually 
more and more people came and 
at 9 a. m., when the window was 
opened to the public, more than 
300 persons were present. 

“Of these 3,000 stamps of 40 
Cts. a certain quantity was sent to 
the POSTAL UNION, in Bern, an- 
other lot was sent to the Air Ports 
and important towns of the Re- 
<a, for this reason, only a very 
imited quantity remained in Mex- 
ico City. If really a block of 4 had 
been sold to each person, as it was 
the first intention, it would have 
resulted, that only very few peo- 
ple would have been favored with 
the acquisition of the stamp, but 
due to the excellent dispositions of 
the Local Administration of the 
P. O. only two stamps were sold 
to each person. At 10 o’clock, one 
hour later, the window was closed, 
because the quantity, reserved for 
the first day, had been exhausted. 
We were informed, that next day 
the sail would continue at the 


same hour and at the same place. 

“Due to the fact, that on the 
10th. already one hour before the 
sail began, there was such a big 
crowd, we decided to be there at 
7 a. m. on the 11th., but we were 
very much surprised to find at this 
early hour about 200 people aug- 
menting from minute to minute 
and at 9 o’clock there were more 
than 500. Therefore the Postal 
Authorities decided to sell only 
one piece to each person. After 
one hour the whole stock had been 
exhausted and the window was 
closed. 

“In the hall of the P. O., during 
these two days, the mayority of 
the Mexican Stamp Dealers were 
busy to get hold of some of these 
stamps and the first day, just to 
get a few, they offered $3 mex. 
for each stamp and the second day 
some american Dealers offered ev- 
en $6 mex., without getting 
many.” 


NEWTON, KANSAS,

The stamp collectors of New- 
ton, Kansas, met and organized 
Monday evening, December 30. 
They decided to call the organiza- 
tion the Sunflower Stamp Club 
and elected as officers the follow- 
ing: Claude Conkey, attorney for 
the Railroad Building Loan, 
President; Dr. H. P. Knowles, 
Vice-President; F. J. Crouch, di- 
vision accountant for the Santa Fe 
Railway, Secretary-Treasurer. 

There are about thirty active 
collectors in Newton and it is 
planned to extend the activities of 
this organization to surrounding 
counties and communities. By- 
laws and constitution will be drawn 
up with provision for sales depart- 
ment. 

It was voted by the members 
present at the meeting to subscribe 
to four stamp publications, includ- 
ing Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, 
which publications were to be sent 
to the Newton Free Public Library.

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Philadelphia Stamp Club Pays Tribute 
to Charles E. Severn 


The regular monthly meeting of 
Philadelphia Chapter No. 18 of the 
A. P. S. was held at the Arcadia 
Cafe, Philadelphia, on December 
19th with dinner at 6:30 P. M. 

Mr. Dengler spoke of this meet- 
ing as taking the form of a me- 
morial to the late Charles Esterly 
Severn of Chicago. 

Mr. Wolsieffer then spoke at 
length in regard to Mr. Severn and 
in most beautiful words depicted 
his life and character. 

The Secretary then read a reso- 
lution prepared by himself and 
which on motion made and second- 
ed was unanimously adopted, as 
follows: 


Minute on the Death of 
Charles Esterly Severn 


“By the guiding hand of God, 
another ot America’s’ greatest 
Philatelists has entered within the 
veil. 
“Charles Esterly Severn of Chi- 
cago passed from this life, very 
suddenly on December 14th, but 
his name will live forever in the 
annals of Philately, for to him, 
perhaps more than to any other 
man is due the popularity of 
Philately in this country. 

“Primarily he was a collector 
and continued his interest to the 
end, although he changed the char- 
acter of his collections from time 
to time. But he will not be re- 
membered by us and those coming 
after us so much for his collecting, 
as for his literary work in connec- 
tion with his hobby. 

“He was a booster in the best 
sense of that word, and with a 
versatile mind and an itching pen 
he has left an indelible mark upon 
the pages of Philatelic literature. 

“As the editor of Mekeel’s Week- 
ly Stamp News, he put into prac- 
tice the experience gained in ear- 
lier stamp journals and made of 
this, his last venture, a magazine 
that is outstanding among a long 
list of similar periodicals. 

“But it is not strange that Mr. 
Severn should have wielded such 
an uplifting influence upon Phila- 
tely. His power lay in his per- 
sonality. To those who knew him, 
there is a real sense of personal 
loss in his passing. He was one 
of the pioneers in organized Phila- 
tely having very early joined the 
American Philatelic Society and 
continued active in it unto the end. 
Unless prevented by necessity, he 
was always present at the gath- 
erings of the Clan and with ready 
speech and sound mind had some- 
thing constructive to offer for the 
upbuilding of Philately. His gen- 
ial personality will be missed in 
future gatherings but those of us 
who have known him in life or by 





his writings will miss him still 
more. 

“One of the Pillars in our Tem- 
ple of Collectors has fallen. Let 
us give to him all honour and 
cherish his memory for the things 
that he has done to make us what 
we have become. 

“To his sorrowing widow and 
family, we, the members of the 
Philadelphia Chapter No. 18 of the 
American Philatelic Society, ex- 
tend our deepest sympathy and 
have ordered the above minute 
spread upon the records of our 
chapter and that a copy be sent 
to the family of our departed 
brother, friend and inspirer of ev- 
ery Philatelic undertaking.”

WATERMARKS OF THE 1900- 
1904 FRENCH CONGO POSTAGE 
STAMPS

The postage stamps of the 
French Congo of 1900 to 1904 pos- 
sess several unique watermark de- 
signs. Three of them, to be exact, 
are worthy of brief recognition. 
These three are: (1) the branch of 
an olive; (2) the branch of a this- 
tle; (8) a rose branch. 

In this 1900-1904 series we dis- 
cover three types of stamps. And 
each type has its own watermark. 
The whole series was designed by 
Paul Merwart and engraved by M. 
Damman, and printed by M. M. 
Chassepot. 

The series is perforated 11. 

The first type appears with the 
thistle branch watermark. The 
stamps in this series run from one 
to fifteen centimes (a second 1 
cent. and the 2-cent. appeared in 
1904). 

The second type appears with 
the rose branch watermark. The 
stamps in the series run from 
twenty centimes to 75 centimes. 

The third type appears with the 
olive branch watermark. The 
stamps in this series run from one 
franc to 5-francs. 

The designs of this series of pos- 
tage stamps shows native animals, 
native scenery and native people. 
A panther in ambush, a woman of 
the Bakalois tribe, and a grove of 
cocoanut palms at Libreville fea- 
ture the main designs. 

Few watermarks attract as these 
French Congo three have attract- 
ed this writer; they are worthy of 
distinction, which is the cause for 
this little write-up to bring the 
trio to the further attention of 
philatelists.

THE AIR MAIL One of the first 
SOCIETIES philatelic events 

of 1930, that 
will undoubtedly be long remem- 
bered is the organization of an- 
other national society for the col- 
lection of Air Mail stamps and Air 
Mail Covers. This society has 
adopted the very attractive and ap- 
propriate name of the American 
Aero Philatelic Society. Its birth 
was brought about by the dissen- 
tion in the ranks of the American 
Air Mail Society, that all but split 
this society into two camps before 
the election of its officers late in 
1929. 

The cause for the birth of this 
new society is a sound one and we 
see every reason why it should 
grow and prosper. In fact, if the 
enthusiasm for the class of collect- 
ing which has brought about the 
organization of this new society 
is as strong throughout 1930 as it 
was during the season of 1929 (we 
say season, for this collecting that 
we speak of flourishes best 
throughout the warmer weather) 
then the one great thing that the 
sponsors of this society will have

to be careful about is that the suc- 
cess of it does not go to their head 
and throw them into a tail spin. 
Big things have been wrecked by 
just such causes. 

Air mail cover collecting during 
the spring and summer of 1929, 
grew by leaps and bounds. It was 
the one big outstanding feature of 
last year. The cause for this is 
simple, and is a cause that is pe- 
culiar to stamp collectors. Stamp 
collectors like to enter personally 
into the game of collecting their 
stamps. Stamp collectors like the 
personal contact of acquiring their 
stamps. Stamp collectors like ac- 
tion and lots of it and when the 
possibilities of air mail cover col- 
lecting were apparent to many of 
them they immediately took up 
that branch of the hobby. Inex- 
perience in this new field Yea many 
of them into things about which 
they knew but little and about 
which they had much to learn but 
the stamp collector is usually a 
good sport if he enjoys the game 
and is willing to pay to learn and 
that is what many of them did. 

Airports were being dedicated 
all over the country, Aviation 
Shows, Air Races and other events 
were numerous and it became the 
fashion to gather covers mailed on 
the day of these events, post- 
marked at the city or town where 
the event was held and stamped 
with a cachet in commemoration of 
the event. The news of the various 
events was broadcast in the Phila- 
telic Press and the collector per- 
sonally sent his covers and had 
them come to him through the 
mail. Something was happening 
all the time and the enthusiasm of 
those who became interested in 
gathering these covers was at fever 
heat. Unscrupulous dealers, col- 
lectors and traders fostered cachets 
for events that were in no way con- 
nected with either Air Mail or with 
Aviation, they issued cachets for 
events which were not announced 
to others and thus cornered the 
available supply and sold at ex- 
cessive prices. Many things were 
done that should not have been 
done due to the enthusiasm that 
was manifest in this new form of 
collecting. 


Gathering these covers became 
such a fad that certain collectors 
of Official and strictly Government 
Flights became alarmed at the 
growth of interest in what they 
considered trash. That much of 
the material collected was or will 
be trash we readily admit but on 
the other hand there were numer- 
ous covers with cachets issued un- 
der the unofficial group of covers 
that these gentlemen spurned, that 
will in time become very desirable 
and very valuable covers. They 
are backed up by historical events 
in direct connection with the Air 
Mail Service of this country and 
will in time become the foundation 
of a group of covers that will be 
eagerly sought for.

From A. H. Davis, Buenos Aires, 
December 12th, 1929 


De Pinedo, the aviator, has 
been appointed to the Italian Em- 
bassy in Buenos Aires as aviation 
attache. 


The Aeroposta Argentina will 
shortly inaugurate an airway 
from Montevideo to the interior 
and the route as far as Salto is 
at present being surveyed. 


The Lufthansa Co. of Germany 
propose to open a combined pas- 
senger and airmail service from 
Hamburg to Argentina next year. 
The section from Rio de Janeiro to 
Buenos Aires will be under the 
control of the Kondor Syndikat of 
Brazil. 


The Scadta Co. have obtained 
from the Peruvian Government a 
contract to open an airmail route 
between Peru and Columbia. They 
also announce that they will ex- 
tend their daily service from Gi- 
rardot to Bogota thereby acceler- 
ating the arrivals of the mails in 
New York. 


It will be remembered that the 
Peruvian aviators Pinellos and Ze- 
garra attempted a flight last year 
from Lima to New York via Ar- 
gentina and Brazil but on arrival 
at Para were compelled to turn 
back to Lima via Iquitos. They 
carried a few covers from Santi- 
ago to Buenos Aires and from 
Montevideo to Rio. Pinellos has 
recently created a South Ameri- 
can record by remaining 23% 
hours in the air in a Bellanca- 
Wright machine. He flew a dis- 
tance of 3350 Km. in a circle at 
= average speed of 162 Km. per 
our. 


_ The Fawcett Co. is now operat- 
ing a weekly airmail service be- 
tween Lima and Talara and Lima- 
Arequipa with many intermediate 
stages. 


The Lloyd Aero Boliviano is 
studying the prolongation of their 
lines on the following route; Rio 
de Janeiro, Puerto Suarez, Santa 
Cruz, Cochabamba, Oruro, LaPaz, 
Arica. The route from Santa Cruz 
to Cochabamba has now 11 land- 
ing places and 15 meteorological 
stations. 


The Tela Railway Co. of Hon- 
duras have recently acquired two 
Fokker and Bellanca machines for 
their passenger and airmail serv- 
ice between Tegucigalpa and the 
Atlantic ports. 


A French official aviation com- 
mission is now here for the pur- 
pose of studying and projecting 
various airmail routes in South 
America. They are making the 
journey in a Potez machine and 
their flight will terminate in Bra- 
zil. They have already traversed 


Colombia, Equador, Peru’ and 

Chile.

When a postage stamp appears 
in some other form than that in 
which it is usually issued or than 
that in which it is intended to be 
issued it is either an error or is 
printers waste that should not 
have escaped the eye of the in- 
spector and should have been de- 
stroyed rather than issued. 

The same is true of a sheet of 
stamps as a whole. Our rotary 
press stamps are printed from rolls 
of paper much as rolls from which 
Newspapers are printed. If some- 
one could obtain a large roll or 
even a piece of a roll several feet 
long they would have a piece that 
was out of the ordinary, a piece 
that was not intended to be issued 
in that manner, in effect an error. 

When the stamps are printed 
from rolls they come out of the 
presses and are immediately cut 
into panes of 400 stamps, prac- 
tically the size of the panes that 
are originally printed on the old 
style flat bed engraving presses. 
We obtain complete sheets of 400 
of these in imperforate form but 
no one has yet obtained these 
sheets of 400 perforated. They 
are not issued in that manner. The 
best we see is a quarter of one of 
these sheets of just 100 stamps. 

Therefore, when a_ sheet of 
stamps of the rotary press print- 
ing that contains more than 100 
stamps is found it is in effect an 
error, just as much an error as 
would be a single stamp in a form 
other than its usual form. 

Mr. Don C. Minnick of the Lake 
Stamp Company of Toledo, Ohio, 
has submitted a part of a sheet 
which leaves lots of room for spec- 
ulation as to “how it got that way”. 
The piece submitted is a block of 
ten stamps from the lower right 
hand corner of a pane of 100 
stamps. The margin at the bottom 
shows the wiggly line cut that di- 
vides the sheets as they come from 
the press. At the right is the mar- 
gin that comes between the two 
panes of 100 stamps. This margin 
should be split vertically when the 
panes are cut apart. Thus sepa- 
rating the large sheet into smaller 
sheets. By some means, the sheet 
became folded and when cut 
through in this margin, the part of 
the sheet that was folded under 
was not separated from the other 
sheet and since being found and 
smcothed out, there is a pair of 
stamps attached to the block of 
ten originlly mentioned and there 
is the margin between two sheets 
= this pair to the block of 
en. 

The piece is in the nature of an 
error yet all the stamps are per- 
fect. If separated, they would be 
like any other stamps but in the 
form in which they now are this 
piece is a sheet error of much in- 
terest. 


We have no knowledge as to 
probable value of such a piece. It 
is a fact that material of this sort 
is not eagerly sought for. Yet to 
the owner of such a piece it is of 
much interest and if valued accord- 
ing to its scarcity would rate very 
highly. Possibly it is for this 
very reason that little attention 
has been paid to misprints, folded 
papers and other varieties that are 
caused in the process of manufac- 
ture. Each such piece is almost 
unique and should there be a de- 
termined effort on the part of any 
number of collectors to gather such 
material the price for any piece 
would soon run to prohibitive fig- 
ures.

AUSTRIAN MUSICIANS 





Generally the portraits of men 
of great political renown are chos- 
en as designs for postage stamps; 
but not always. In 1922, Austria 
issued a set of stamps, celebrat- 
ing the great Austrian musicians. 
The issue became popular over- 
night, partly because of the beau- 
ty and clarity of the design, and 
largely because of its unique sub- 
ject. Haydn, who appears on the 
2% kronen, was born in 1732. Al- 
though he wrote on a large scale 
his masterpiece is, undoubtedly, 
the “Creation.” After contributing 
much to the world’s knowledge of 
music, he died in 1809. On the 5 
kronen appears the bust of the in- 
comparable Mozart, who, at the 
age of five, was an accomplished 
musician. His brilliant career was 
cut short in 1791 by his untimely 
death. Beethoven, the German 
genius, who created works while 
deaf, is portrayed on the 7% kro- 
nen. His “Unfinished Symphony” 
is second to none, and, taking into 
consideration the circumstances 
under which it was written, it must 
be placed in a class by itself. Schu- 
bert (10 kronen) was, perhaps, the 
most active of composers, writing 
over a thousand pieces in a life- 
time that lasted but thirty-one 
years. His seventh symphony be- 
lies the genius of Beethoven. 
Bruckner, Strauss and Wolf are 
the other members of the series. 
Although not quite as illustrious 
as their contemporaries, they are, 
nevertheless, numbered among the 
world’s greatest musical geniuses, 
and are worthy of the esteem in 
which they are held.

CAMOENS COMMEMORATIVE 





In 1924 Portugal celebrated the 
four hundredth birthday of one of 
their truly great personages, Luis 
de Camoens (he is portrayed on 
the twenty-five centavos of the 
commemorative issue). He was 
termed the greatest of Portuguese 
poets, and his “Lusiad” is a classic. 
A satire, published in 1553, met 
with royal disfavor and he was 
banished to Macao for seventeen 
years. It was while abroad that 
he began his Lusiad, and while on 
a voyage he was shipwrecked, los- 
ing all his property except the 
document (a graphic picture of his 
saving the “Lusiad” is on the 
eight centavo; a tribute to the 
work is depicted on the fifty 
centavos). When his immortal 
work was published, he became 
popular and, also, poor. He died 
on the 18th of June, 1579. His 
body, lying in state, and the mag- 
nificent statue erected in his mem- 
ory can be seen on the higher 
values of the set. 


RUANDA URUNDI 





Many collectors are in doubt as 
to the classification of those 
stamps of Belgian Congo which 
are surcharged “Ruanda Urundi.” 
Seotts list them under the general 
heading of “Belgian East Africa,” 
which classification is as good as 
any. In reality, Ruanda and Urun- 
di are territories in the vicinity of 
Lake Tanganyika, adjacent to Bel- 
gian Congo. Formerly a part of 
German East Africa they were 
ceded to Belgium as mandatory of 
the League of Nations. The total 
area is 18,000 square miles and 
the native population is well over 
3,000,000. They are united, ad- 
ministratively, with Belgian Congo 
under a vice governor. However, 
they are separate territories and 
should not be classified under 
Congo. 


A “Cannon Post” was used by 
the Burgundians at Neuss in 1474. 
Messages in hollow cannon balls 
were shot over enemy lines back 
into the country.

“IT’S NOT A WITCH” 
By Joseph Charles Salak 


So the Junior Philatelic Society 
of America thinks that’s a witch 
on the current 2c U. S. Washing- 
ton red stamp? Well close, very 
close study will reveal that this 
is none other than Uncle Sam with 
the goatee and all. Look at it 
again. Washington’s ear on this 
stamp serves as the nose for Un- 
cle Sam. This is just a chance 
caricature, and not caused with 
serious intentions of the engraver. 
Each stamp and most all pictures 
have some freak suggestions about 
them; and only close scrutiny will 
reveal them. 

Take TIreland’s current map 
stamp for example; when this 
stamp is held side ways a portrait 
of Winston Churchill is seen. And 
in the design of Czecho-Slovakia’s 
stamps of the Liberty type, a wom- 
an on bended knee with her arms 
raised in prayer is shown and it 
is said that concealed in this de- 
sign portraits of Wilson and Lloyd 
George can be seen? I have been 
unable to locate them yet. 

Stories from time to time are 
circulated that various artists have 
purposely associated HIDDEN 
MEANINGS in their stamp de- 
signs; but it is taken for granted 
that a true philatelist will not take 
these rumors seriously.
